OF HUMAN DERELICTS BEFORE CLUB WOMEN 


(By Myra Nye.) 


Certuinly the philanthropic 
commit- 
•too of the Monday Afternoon 
Club is 
accomplishing 
its purpose 
when the 
club is able to get flrst-linnd informa­ 
tion from ,80 reliable a source as the 
members did last Monday at the. regu­ 
lar meeting. 


Bev. • E. E. 'Harrind, chaplain of the 
county 
hospital, 
took time from, his 
over-crowded days and nights to come 
to Covina to tell of the philanthropic 
•work in that great institution. 
And 
indeed, it is a great institution, with 
•work that is large in its scope. As we 
v..go past the brick buildings, rather plain 
and Bomewhat austere in their exterior, 
with few people about to excite the 
^toterest, we little' realize,,tljat in that 
, 
counterpane city^ there ara mora than 
JUalf'as many'people as tfeero are in 
Covina. J h e r o aro "seldom loss* than a 
thousand 
patients, 
often 
more' 
than 
twelve hundred,, with three hundred doc­ 
tors and internes. In fact there is only 
one hospital in the United States with 
a groator bed capacity. Wo do not so 
jnjich marvel at this when wo call to 
mind that Los Angeles county is tre­ 
mendous in more ways than one. Pour- 
toon states of the union, not,to men­ 
tion 
counties, have a smaller 
income 
than Los Angeles county. There is in­ 
vested in the work of 
tho 
hospital 
$.1,500,000, and $28,000 is tho monthly 
expenditure. With this great outgo for 
tho poor of our county, it is gratifying 
to know that the expenditure is mado 
•wisely. An investigating commissioner 
•who hud gone through similar institu­ 
tions throughout tho nation 
said em­ 
phatically, "Thoro is nothing bettor in 
efficiency in tho whole Unitod S t a t e s . " 
OU.lt COUNTY INDIGENTS. 
Mr. Harrind is thoroughly in sympa­ 
thy with his work, and loyal to tho 
management. 
This was evident in his 
interesting talk. Yet ho sees so many 
multiplied miseries at first hand which 
even the county cannot help on account 
of curtain rules and regulations, that 
his heart goes out to individual cases, 
Ho mado a strong plea that tho stig 
ma, "poor h o u s e " idea, might bo al­ 
together removed. Frequently those in 
the institution aro of refinement and 
good breeding. 
One particularly sad 
case was a gentlewoman from one of 
the first families of the south. Sho had 
boon twice married, and both husbands 
woro men of wealth and position. She 
horsolf in her own philanthropic work 
had given thousands of dollurs to col­ 
leges, to hospitals in more than one 
state both north and south, to homes 
for the aged. Through no fault of hers, 
her largo inheritance as a widow was 
lost after she came to California, except 


in the holiday .geason, canned 
fruits, 
jellies and oranges are always welcome. 
One Christian Endeavor boy from Mon­ 
rovia persuaded an orange grower to 
let hirn have his culls. Between the gate 
of the hospital and tho store room al­ 
most the entire wagonload was taken

Michigan is the coming of the potato 
drying industry. 
There has been con

sidorablo talk along this lino for sov- 
eral yearB, but this year the first tan­ 
gible work has been done toward put­ 
ting it on a business basis. 


Tho Potato Products Company, with 
$.100,000 capital, is being formed in the 
Grand Traverso regions of Michigan to 
manufacture flour, flakes and other pro­ 
ducts. Tho factory will be located at 
Traverse City and it will be the first 
plant of its kind to be established in 
tho United States. Last year $2,000,000 
was lost to growers because small tub­ 
ers wore unmarketable, and there will 
bo many Small potatoes this year that 
should bo worked into various products 
as Germany has been doing for years. 


In making 
flour, 
potatoes are used 
with their jackets on and tho best part 
of the tuber is saved. Tho machinery 
that is used in making potato products 
works automatically. 
First, tho pota­ 
toes are washed clean and nro then 
convoyed to the top of tho factory ond 
dropped into a steam 
cooker. 
Then 
they go intp two largo heated cylinders 
revolving in opposite directions which 
press and dry the potatoes, the crushed 
product sticking to tho cylinders. 
As 
the cylinders revolve this shoot is scrap­ 
ed off automatically by knives, making 
potato 
flakes. 
The flakes then go to

WHO S A V E S MOST M O N E Y ? 


The postmaster at N e w York Issues a note as to the nationality of postal- 
savings depositors In his city. 
On July 1 foreign-born residents owned $11,- 
168,131 of the $13,164,606 on deposit. 
P u t otherwise, immigrants 
owned 86 
per cent of the total amount and outnumbered the American-born 
depositors 
about three to one. N o w , N e w York is, of course, a city of the foreign-born— 
containing in 1010 more than 1,600,000 foreign-born white adults. 
E v e n so, 
the p o s t m a s t e r ' s figures are surprising. 
Who would guess that the Russian-born 
aro far ahead both in numbers and in amounts on deposit; that the Italian-born 
come second, and the native stock a bad third—with less than half the amount 
that stands to the Russian's credit? 
This is not a local matter, for the N e w 
York postofflce 
(which doesn't include Brooklyn), b y gaining 200 per cent in 
postal-savings deposits during the last fiscal year, n o w has one-fifth of all such 
deposits i n t h e entiro country. 
A n d y e t N e w York hasn't one-fifth of the 
national wealth, and i t would be easy to exaggerate the significance of these 
figures, 
After all, postal deposits are only one kind of savings. 
Probably they 
aro|the most conservative form of savings practicable. 
The foreign-born, nota- 
bly'ltalians in America have i n the past suffered from t h e rascality of certain 
private bankers, most of them m e n of their own nationality. 
Hence the strong 
appeal of postal-savings banks to the foreign-born. 
I n Patterson, N . J., to take 
the case of a manufacturing town whose stormy population Is largely foreign- 
born, postal-3avlngs deposits average $143, and the number of depositors has 
increased in one year's time 162 per cent. 
' 
, 


N o w this service has been handicapped from the outset b y restrictions 
forbidding the government to accept more than $100 monthly from any de­ 
positor and fixing $600 as a maximum deposit. 
W h y ? 
Probably some millions 
of dollars would be taken out /of stockings and bedticking and other homely 
hiding places, and restored to circulation and commerce, if t h e bars were let 
down. 
Certainly there are f e w better ways' of making citizens than b y the 
encouragement of thrift and the assurance that money saved will be out of the 
power of thieves, speculators, and crooks. 
Our postal-savings system, with its 
18,000 offices and depositories, justified Itself long since,'and performs # useful 
service t o citizens without costing t h e government anything. 
The duty of sav­ 
i n g w a s never greater than i t i s today, and the rewards of saving in the next 
f e w years are going to b e higher than at any time within the experience of 
young and middle-aged men and women. 
Could a better moment be chosen tt» 
prepare an amendment to. the postal savings law, removing the unreasonable 
limitation of the amount of savings that may be intrusted to our government?

The month of harvest is gone, and the Puente valley has received $76,000 
for blackeye beans. 
I t has harvested 620 tons offEngHsh walnuts that have 
brought from twelve to sixteen cents the pound. 
I t has sold $100,000 worth of 
summer potatoes, and the fall crop of potatoes is n o w Just a t the point when 
t h e vines begin to turn from green to brown. 


There w a s a $60,00 crop of small fruits In t h e early summer. 
A .small 
matter of a couple of hundred acres of onions can h e added t o t h e list, and 160 
acres of tomatoes, 
On t h e bills above t h e valley there h a s - b e e n raised, an 
unflgured amount of hay, and a small amount of grain, 
prices are h i g h ' f o r 
h a y and grain. 
Alfalfa, which used to be second i n importance i n t h e valley, 
n o w takes fourth place with walnuts, potatoes and beans ahead of it, hut alfalfa 
is a mighty good crop this year, just n o w being worth from t w e n t y to twenty- 
t w o dollars the ton. 


Farmers have received the money for their crops as soon aB warehouse 
receipts were issued. 
They have passod on some of the money to the store­ 
keeper, and the store-keeper has in turn passod i t on,, until the valley is brighter 
i n atmosphere, more cheerful, more eager to talk expansion than w a s the case 
a f e w months ago. 


I t has been a year of splendid crops with just faif-to-middling 
prices— 
a year of prosperity for the valley in the midut of wha.t has been called hard 
tlmoi.__jTrue, money has been scarce, and there were times when worries put 
wrijnkles between the eyes, but the conditions are much better now in every line 
of IbusineBB. 
When the rancher receives prosperity t h e remainder of the world 
is prosperous. 
I t seems a curious thing that it. takes the world a long time to 
learn thiB lesson,—Puente Journal.

DOUBLE LIVES OF ORCHARDS 


CIVIL SERVICE BUNGLING

Prevent 
wood decay in 
peach-trees, 
and California peach-orchards will re­ 
main profitable twice as long now, pre­ 
dicts the University of California. 


Half 
the deciduous 
fruit 
trees 
in 
California are infected with wood rot. 
This 
disease 
shortens the life of or­ 
chards and lessens their yield. It i s not 
a natural result of old ago or weakness, 
but due to tho action of wood-destroy­ 
ing fungi; 


But 
there are practicable w a y s 
t o 
prevent wood rot. Such is tho warning 
appeal to the fruit growers of Califor­ 
nia made b y William H o m e , 
associate 
professor of plant pathology in the Uni­ 
versity of California, in a new publica­ 
tion 
on " W o o d 
Decay in Citrus Or* 
chard T r e e s , " just issued by the Col­ 
lege of Agriculture and obtainable free, 
b y writing to the university. 


What is to be done to prevent wood 
decayf 
Here are some of the practical 
suggestions made by Prof, H o m e : 


It is through exposed wood, in wounds 
or 
scars 
not protected 
by bark, and 
particularly through large, deep cracks 
in exposed wood that tho fungi 
which 
cause wood decay succeed in invading 
the tree. 
Pruning wounds and broken 
limbs arc dangerous points. 


Young trees should be shaped, there­ 
fore, so ns fo prevent breaking, and so 
that in future years it will not be nec­ 
essary to remove largo limbs. 


If large limbs must be removed, how­ 
ever, 
or wherever 
wood 
is 
exposed, 
there 
should be treatment to 
prevent 
infection. 
In 
the 
first 
place, 
there 
should bo close 
cutting, 
close to the 
trunk, 
so 
that 
the wound 
may 
heal 
over as quickly as possible. 
When a 
limb three-quarters of an inch or more 
in diameter must be removed, the ex­ 
posed wood should be immediately dis­ 
infected with a 1-1000 corrosive subli­ 
mate solution, to prcvCnt growth of the 
spores of fungi. 


As soon as the surface is dry enough 
to hold paint well, a heavy coat of hot 
asphaltum should be applied, to prevent 
the spores of fungi from 
finding 
their 
w a y into cracks or wood. At the end 
of summer nil orchard trees should be 
inspected and exposed wood disinfected 
nnd sealed with hot asphaltum, to pro­ 
tect it from infection during tho win­ 


ter. 
' 
| 


Trees in which decay is already well 
advanced can be treated by tho methods 
pf " t r e e s u r g e r y , " but those methods 
are probably too expensive for general 
orchard application, so preventive mea: 
sures are t h e fruit-growers' chief,hope. 


The vital need of measures to pre­ 
vent wood decay in orchard troos has 
been greatly emphasized b y discoveries 
made recently by t w o students of tho 
College o/ Agriculture. , C. J. Rodgors 
found that tho " s a p p y bark d i s e a s e , " 
one of the most serious ailments affect­ 
ing npplo',trees in California, is really 
duo to wood rot. Then W. W. Thomas, 
another 
student, 
made 
tho surprising 
discovery that hn'rdly any bearing or- 
chard in California is free from 
wood 
de-cays, and that some orchards 
have 
scarcely a sound tree. 
He found that 
half the bearing trees nre already ser­ 
iously infected. 


The peach tree is most susceptiblo to 
decay. 
N e x t in order of susceptibility, 
come the cheiry, apple, plum, apricot, 
walnut, 
pear, 
olive, nnd citrus 
trees. 
Olive and citrus trees may become hol­ 
low without showing tho more 
violent 
effect* of rot, buto von they are some­ 
what crippled. It is in the hot interior 
valleys 
that 
wood' decay 
has 
proved 
most serious. 


There 
nre about 
a 
dozen 
different 
species of fungi in California which can 
penetrate into wood nnd digest it, leav­ 
ing little but ash behind. Of these, tho 
"oyster-shell 
fi.'i^us," says 
Professor 
H o m e , does 
more 
harm 
than all the 
others 
combined. 
In 
appearance 
it 
somewhat 
resembles 
a small 
oyster- 
shell, gray or brown with dnrk 
hands 
on the upper surface, light-colored with 
vertical pores or tiny tubes on the low­ 


er. 
From these tubes millions of spores 
are scattered, to find lodgment in ex­ 
posed pruning wounds or cracks iu tho 
wood of trees. When sufficient moiaturo 
is furnished, perhaps weeks or months' 
later, these spores begin to grow 
into 
destructive 
fungi. 


And the great lesson of 
prevention 


is: 
To prevent decay, 
prevent 
infec­ 
tion of the wounds of trees.

There Is to be observed a close re­ 
semblance between the cigar shaped 
submarine boat and the body form of 
the fur seal. As we view them lateral- 
ly, this resemblance Is complete. 
They 
are both driven ahead by 
feathering 
screws, and they are both kept on the 
level of their submerged course at a 
given distance below the surface by 
rudders. 


Then we observe that the periscope, 
to which the submarine- craft-*owes all 
of Its efficiency, is duplicated exactly 
by tho seal's nose and.eyes and. which 
aro nil that It ever lifts above tjj# sur- 
fnco when startled and in flight of 
passage. 


Again we note thnt the' fur Beal as 
a submarine has a great 
advantage 
over tho human boat—it has eyes that 
can look ahead and around under wa­ 
ter—how far wo do not know, but it 
is reasonable to assume that the seal's 
eye can see as far under water as the 
eyo of a camera enn, which we have 
the evidence of in good records. 


Then, too, it also has nn acute sense 
of hearings under sou, for wo know that 
the whirring of n propeller's 
strew 
will drive all tho seals away for miles 
around a steamer. 
Wo know that be­ 
cause some of the early pelagic seal­ 
ing vessels were fitted with small aux­ 
iliary screws, and those, when put into 
use, had to be removed. 


With reference to the powers of de- 
ptructlon, of course our fur seal boat 
has no torpedo tubes, but it can and 
does "shoot its mouth off" at fish with 
a deadly certainty. 


Iu this connection it Is Interesting to 
note that seals do not catch fish by 
pursuit of 
them—not at all. 
They 
shoot down from above upon the backs 
or up from below to strike nt the bel­ 
lies of their finny prey.

savages, but evidences of civilization 
were not lacking In the later arrivals. 


"They were followed in a more lei-, 
surely and decorous fashion by boats, 
also 
containing 
colored 
people, 
but 
clothed and apparently in their right 
mind, and these climbed up the com- 
panionway arid swarmed in dozens all 
over the decks and into the saloons, 
taking possession of the ship. 
No one 
appeared to resent their behavior, and 
they crowded into the drawing room, 
lolling about on the' settees and chairs. 
Some of them thumped out hymns and, 
cakewalks with merciless enthusiasm 
on the piano, while the others whistled 
or sting the tune in various and diver­ 
gent keys.. They had evidently come 
on b,oard to enjoy themselves,'and ev­ 
ery black face was decorated with an 
expansive and genial, grin of pleasure. 


"The men were dressed in decent 
relidy made suits of dark tweed or 
cloth and, though adorned with a good 
deal of jewelry in the way of watch 
chains, pins and rings, were quite "pre­ 
sentable.
